Lettuce price drop 
disastrous for Valley

“ The biggest Las Vegas gam bler 
is 
a 
piker 
alongside 
a 
lettuce 
grow er,” the growers say. 
Last week it looked like the first 
carloads of 
the 
Lompoc 
Valley 
season would leave for thè tossed 
salads of Chicago and New York at a 
resounding profit. 
The 
ever-fluid 
m arket offered 
$3.25 per carton on April 17 and 
Valley growers saw it on the way to 
$4. Today it is $1.75. 
A carton of lettuce costs the 
grower about $2 to produce and 
between 5(X) to 6(X) cartons to the 
acre 
are 
harvested. 
The 
profit 
margin at $4 can reach $1,(K)() per

acre, not bad for farming. And all- 
around bad years have seen the per- 
carton rate as high as $7. 


There are 3,000 acres of Valley 
lettuce, 
all 
irrigated. 
Lompoc 
growers took it on the chin last 
sum m er and spring, but in October 
the m arket held at well above $3 for 
six weeks. A profit this year would 
be 
something 
like 
beating 
the 
blackjack dealer twice in a row. 
Most of the tim e lettuce sells for 
$1.50 a carton. 
Unpredictable and changing daily, 
the lettuce m arket is really a vast 
web of growers, buyers, shippers 
and consumers, all vulnerable to 
each o th er’s fortunes and the whims 
of the w eather and the growers all 
looking for that big m arket one year 
that will m ake up for most of the 
others. 
Whenever the m arket smiles on 
one area, inevitably it’s because 
someone somewhere else is hurting. 
E ither planting season rains caused 
planting gaps and the later m arket 


swoops, or crops were 
peaks then 
wiped out. 
This year 
it was the desert; 
Blythe 
and 
P arke 
lettuce 
in 
Riverside County had tip burned! It 
wouldn’t ship. Arizona production 
was also depressed by constant high 
tem peratures. 


But the housewives of Boston and 
St. Louis do not care about these 
things. 
They 
dem and 
a 
certain 
volume of lettuce daily and the 
buying and shipping companies who 
contract to give it to them must pay 
dearly when the supply is down, and 
recover their outlay on those weeks 
and days when all of the fields com e 
through. 


The large buyers and shippers 
ride over the m a rk e t’s peaks and 
dips and average a profit at the end 
of the year. 
But the individual 
grow er’s produce is cut and sold at 
only one point 
in 
the m a rk e t’s 
course, when it’s ready. It’s boom or 
miss.

Secret Nixon study revealed 


WASHINGTON (UPI) —A secret study ordered by President Nixon the 
day after he kx)k office revealed that it would take up to 13 4 years to 
complete pacification of South Vietnam and that the Communists were 
capable of outlasting the Allies indefinitely. 
The study was conducted by Henry A. Kissinger, Nixon’s national 
.security affairs adviser, who compiled the results in a memo entitled 
“ Responses to National Security Study Memorandum 1.” 
Excerpts of the document were published for the first time this week, but 
today Sen. Mike (iravel, D-Alaska, was blocked by Senate Republican Whip 
Robert P Griffin of Michigan in an effort to insert it into the Congressional 
Record. 
Only four senators were present when Gravel, who read the Pentagon 
Papers last sum m er at a midnight hearing of an obscure subcommittee he 
heads, m ade his attem pt. 
Griffin quickly objected and said: “ I don’t know what the documents 
involve, but I think it unfortunate that the senator from Alaska would take it 
upon himself to declassify government docum ents.” Griffin also said that if 
Gravel tried to read from his speech further, he would move to put the 
Senate into closed session. 
“ 1 feel that there is no information that would jeopardize the internal 
security of this country,” Gravel told Griffin. 
The Justice Departm ent had no im m ediate com m ent on the case, which 
brought to mind the publication of the Pentagon Papers, the Johnson 
adm inistration’s study of the buildup of the Vietnam war The Nixon 
administration sued to prevent newspapers from publishing the Pentagon 
Papers but was overruled by the Supreme Court.

Telephone exchange bombed with baby carriage

i UPI i Using a baby carriage packed with 
gelignite 
gunmen 
bombed 
Northern 
Ireland’s main telephone exchange during 
the night in their first major attempt to 
disrupt the province’s communications. 
The carriage exploded in a sheet of 
flames shortly before midnight Monday 
outside the Belfast telephone exchange, 
injuring two British soldiers and a civilian 
and toppling part oi a wall of the seven* 
story brown brick building.

army 
spokesman said 
the two 
soldiers sustained leg and arm injuries 


when the blast hurled them several yards 
into the road as they were hammering on 
the building’s oak doors in an attempt to 
warn those inside of the bomb. 
The injured civilian was a telephone 
engineer on duty inside the building, which 
stands near the city hall and the Homan 
Catholic Markets area, where troops killed 
Joe 
McCann, 
an 
Irish 
Republican 
Army i IK A) leader, a week ago. 
The spokesman said more injuries were 
apparently 
avoided 
by 
quick thinking 
soldiers on a patrol 
When troops in an armored patrol car 


spotted the baby carriage abandoned near 
the entrance to the telephone exchange, 
they drove onto the pavement and used 
their vehicle to push the carriage away 
from the door 
Then two soldiers jumped from the 
vehicle and began pounding on the bolted 
doors to the exchange, shouting “ bomb1 
bomb!” The gelignite, exploded three 
nunutes later. The spokesman said there 
was no time to evacuate the building but 
those inside were able to take cover before 
the blast 
The army said it was the first time 


gunmen have attempted to bomb the 
building, which controls most telephone 
communications within Northern Ireland 
The

continued to work normally

Mills, a San Diego Democrat, is chairman of the Senate 
Rules Committee, which defeated a proposal to give 
California approval to the proposed 27th Amendment to the 
U. S. Constitution on a split vote three weeks ago 
However, the author. Sen Mervyn Dymally, D-Los An­ 
geles, has received permission to have the committee 
reconsider its action at a hearing Wednesday. Meantime, 
the Assembly has overwhelmingly approved a virtually 
identical measure. 


Asked by reporters whether he believed the tive-member 
Rules Committee might change its mind and pass the 
Dymally legislation. Mills said: “ My mind isn t closed I 
don’t think any of the members’ minds are made up 
He said his mail is running heavily in favor of the 
amendment but women he has discussed the issue with 
“ are generally agairist it, which might indicate they know 
more about it than the proponents give them credit for 
Assemblyman 
Walter 
Karabian. 
D-Monterey Park, 
author of the lower house version of the ratification 
resolution, said meanwhile he felt “ confident 
the Rules 
Committee would approve the proposal and sent it to the 
Senate floor “ as a courtesy to the women in the state of 
California.’’

Unfortunately, most exces

overweight 
persons 
suffer from what he termed 
the yo-yo syndrome which he 
observed in his 565-pound 
patient. 
This is the vicious circle 
so many dieters face when 
they lose, for example, 10 to 
30 pounds and then regain 
the lost weight plus a few 
more pounds and continue 
the yo-yo pattern year alter 
year. Usually they diet with­ 
out medical supervision. 
Dieting is big business in 
the United States, Dr Solo­ 
mon pointed out in his ques­ 
tion and answer approach to 
a dieter’s dilemma in his 
book, "The T r u t h About 
Weight Control, How to Lose 
Excess Founds Permanent­ 
ly” (Stein and Day), that 
one in f i v e Americans is 
obese. This m e a n s being 
more than 10 per cent over 
their ideal weights, with ex­ 
cessive body fat. A Depart­

There is no easy way to 
lose weight and keep it oil 
There is no magic, instant 
solid ion A per son has to be 
emotionally committed," 1 )i 
Solomon said, “ and decide 
upon his priorities. Exces­ 
sive weight is aging, it con 
tributes to many diseases 
such as diabetes, high blood 
pressure and heart condi­ 
tions 
all good reasons lor 
losing weight slowly and 
permanently. 
The wise approach, he lelt, 
is to go to a doctor or a 
clinic for tests and instruc­ 
tion on fiow to burn or utilize 
the food we eat and learn 
what foods “ your" body can 
handle efficiently and wheth­ 
er there is a true metabolic 
problem. The thyroid, he 
said, often is blamed when 
overeating for psychological 
reasons is the culprit. 
Once a person has a thor­ 
ough metabolic workup then 
a diet c l u b or workshop 
could fit into a safe weight» 
loss program, he said. This 
means a person knows his 
true medical problem, the 
club is under good medical 
supervision and nutritional 
guidance and there is help­ 
ful reinforcement

clubs where the tactic is to 
shame people in front of 
others because many are 
overweight due to emotional 
problems,’’ 
As the father of three chil­ 
dren ranging from age 10 to

It toppled with a crash that sent wild animals on the hillside scurrying for 
cover and caused cattle grazing nearby to throw up their heads in alarm 
The giant liveoak guarding the entrance to Miguelito Park fell three days 
ago, a victim of dryrot. 
The mammoth liveoak, pronounced by County Forester Frank E. Dunne 
as the largest liveoak in the county, had been admired by countless visitors 
to the park for its great girth and tremendous spread of branches estimated 
to be 100 feet in diameter. The fallen giant measured 16 feet in 
circumference at the smallest point between the ground and the lower limb 


Several smaller trees were felled and others damaged when the big tree 
toppled Tuesday afternoon Consequently, the appearance of the park 
entrance, formerly shaded by a canopy of closely-knit branches, was 
radically changed. Some people feel the change is not for the better. 
An informal post-mortem conducted at the spot immediately determined 
the cause of the great tree’s death as dry rot, a condition from which it had 
suffered for many years. Ira W. Isom, park custodian, had pointed out 
fungus and other evidences of the giant's ill health several times While it 
was believed that the patient was suffering from a pulse as irregular as a 
tom cat’s visits home, no one dreamed that there was the possibility that 
the tree was about to come crashing down 


The age of the tree has been variously estimated at from 500 to 1.000 
years, but none of these predictions have been made by any authority on the 
subject. It was proposed to cut the enormous trunk of the tree in two, 
however, no one could recall having seen a cross-cut saw here long enough 
for the task Someone figures that 16 to 20 cords of wood could be obtained 
from the tree. Ira Isom will be occupied in his spare time for a considei able 
period with this project.

Sharman warns of letdown 


as Lakers prep for Knicks 


Getting naked 
Lucas holds key 
to Knick hopes 


By M ILTON RICHMAN 
NEW YOHK (IJ P l) —Jerry Lucas is beginning to feel like a shrimp. 
He goes 6-fiH)t-8 and 230. which is some shrimp, but people take one look at 
him, then think of the back-breaking job he has to start doing tomorrow 
night and suddenly he begins looking a whole lot smaller to them. 
What happens tomorrow night is that the Knicks and Lakers begin 
punishing each other for the NBA championship in Los Angeles where 
they’re opening their best-of-seven final playoff. What also happens is that 
Jerry Lucas has to go out there and get naked. 
Now before you become overly excited, it should be imrnediately 
explained that the phrase isn’t to be taken completely literally, it is merely 
one used by some professional athletes when they’re talking about having to 
perform under unusual pressure, and at the same time sink or swim right 
there in the spotlight, with little or no outside help. 
That’s more or less what Jerry Lucas is going to have to do against Wilt 
Chamberlain and he knows it The fact Chamberlain happens to be at the top 
of his game right now comes as something of an added “ bonus” for Lucas. 
All this could add up to a little bit of a problem, but Jerry Lucas is bright, 
imaginative and resourceful. He is also honest and he says: 
"Of course Wilt is 7 feet 2 inches tall and weighs about 280 pounds, and 
that’s quite a size difference, but I think I ’m going to present somewhat of a 
problem to him as he will present one to m e.” 
Really? 
“ His strength and size are going to be difficult for me to handle 
underneath as far as his inside game is concerned,” says Lucas, “ but I ’m 
sure he’s going to have to be concerned about my outside game as well. If 
I ’m hitting my jump shot throughout the series I ’m sure it’s going to cause 
him some concern and it should open up the middle for us. My prim ary job 
in this series will be to try to draw Chamberlain out of the middle so that we 
can work some of our driving game and open it up for people like 
DeBusschere and Frazier to go to the basket.” 
Originally the Knicks got Lucas from the Warriors last May as a backup 
man, not a starter. They got him as insurance for Willis Reed coming off 
knee surgery, but with Reed out the 32-year-old Lucas, playing center and 
putting in his ninth season in the NBA, has supplied more backbone than 
backup for the Knicks. 
He’s averaging 17.5 points per game in the playoffs and has been a key 
performer in the victories over Baltimore and Boston. After the Knicks’ 
second playoff win over the Celtics, Tommy Heinsohn, the Boston coach, 
moaned: 
“ We should’ve won the game, but this Lucas keeps hitting with these 
bombs.’’ 
The key to the series with the Lakers could be whether the Knicks contain 
the LA fast break. 
For their part, the Lakers are hot. They say they can “ smell it now.” 
“ The Lakers can be very explosive,” reminds Lucas. “They can put a lot 
of points on the board in a very short period of time. We played very good 
team defense against Baltimore and Boston, and that’s what we’re going to 
have to do against the Lakers. We’re not going to overpower anybody 
because we’re not that big, we’re not that strong.” 
Lucas, with that fine outside shot of his, will be trouble for the Lakers. No 
less an authority than Jerry West says so. West sees the Knicks giving the 
Lakers more trouble than the Milwaukee Bucks did in fact. 
“ I think they’ll be tougher for us because of the fact Jerry Lucas can go 
outside and make the shot,” says West. “ If he weren’t able to make the shot 
outside. I ’d say definitely bnew York would be easier than Milwaukee for 
us. But Lucas is able to make that shot out there. He’s a great shooter, and 
that’s going to take away from our defensive play. W ilt is going to have to be 
more active now. He’ll have to come outside and pick up his man. We’re 
just going to have to adjust.” 
Jerry Lucas is right. 
He’s going to be a bit of a problem also.

OCEAN FISHING 
Last week was still a mediocre situation lor the salmon 
fishermen. Heavy seas put an end to all wishful thinking 
The weekly record of boats and fish, as furnished by 
Harbor Associates showed 102 boats brought in 274 salmon, 
and most of this was from the first part of the week One 
day showed 4 boats bringing in 6 fish We personally saw 
two boats come in with no fish. 
Party boats are not doing too much better with one boat 
averaging less than one fish per angler. Best fishing is still 
the good old bottom fishing. Seems as tho no one is ever 
“skunked” at this type of f ishing, and but for the glamor of 
salmon fishing, ling cod steaks are every bit as tasty as 
salmon 
The total log for the season to date from Port San Luis 
reads 1217 boats bringing in a total of 2085 salmon, with a 
large percentage of this take being caught in the early days 
of the season, when fishing was really hot. 
While most local anglers are trying hard to get their 
salmon, we note that San Simeon still holds the spot for top 
flight ling cod fishing. Boats leave the pier at San Simeon 
on day-and-half day runs. 
On our weekly visit to Port San Luis, we noticed that 
some fishermen were doing well catching crabs from the 
rocky entrance to the launching dock Fishermen were 
using a heavy rod, sinker and two hooks, with fish entrails 
as bait, and were hauling in large rock crabs. Far iess 
trouble than the usual crab nets, and always the change of a 
ling cod or cabezone being hooked 
Surf fishing has not been hot locally. Heavy swells, in 
spite of warm sunny days, are still prevalent, and by noon a 
cold wind is to be braved 
FRESHWATER FISHING 
Nacimiento Lake, according to Art Price, is enjoying a 
spell of the best crappie fishing it has ever experienced 
The “ slab sides” are being caught around stumpy areas in 
about five feet of water Largest crappie for the week 
turned the scale at an even 3 lbs., taken on a small white 
crappie jig. 
White bass fishing, which had been on the quiet side, 
really got into action again. Fish were breaking the water 
in schools, especially in the evenings. Almost any lure 
small enough to cast into the breaks produced an instant 
strike. 
Trolling jigs or spinners will entice a limit when fish are 
not already churning the water. 
Largemouth bass are also showing more action, but in 
different locations. This time the rocky points apparently 
the place to fish for them, with diving “ ReDel” and 
“Cornell Spot” lures getting the most action. Largest fish 
of the week was a 6 lb. 8 oz. lunker. 
Catfishing has been good for the night angler, but action 
slow in the daytime. Clam bait, fished on shallow points is 
accounting for limits of channel cats, weighing from 3 to 7 
lbs. Largest cat of the week tipped the scale at 7 lb 6 oz. 
M argarita Lake reports fishing on the upswing, with cats, 
bass and crappie starting in to hit again. For a change the*, 
crappie are hitting on worms Usually they go for a lure or 
grubs. Bass in the 4 to 5 lb. class are being taken. 
Lopez Lake shows an easing up in the bass fishing, no 
doubt owing to cold weather, and corresponding cooler 
water. Not much shore action on trout, best is a line of 
flashers trolled in deep water. Have no record of the next 
planting of this lake. 
Cachuma Lake fair to good on bass, a few trout are being 
picked up mostly trolling. Catfishing fair to good. 
No more trout are being stocked in Santa Barbara County 
for this season, account of low and warm water. 
More than 500 large steelhead, trapped in the lower San 
Lorenzo River, Santa Cruz County were rescued by the 
DFG and local sportsmen. During the rescue operations, 
members 
of

volunteers, helped the DFG with nets to carry the fish to 
hatchery trucks to be transported to holding ponds at 
Waddell Creek 
From the netted steelhead the DFG hopes to take nearly 
a million eggs to be spawned artifically, thus improving the 
runs in the San Lorenzo River.

Application has been made for a conditional 
use permit and rezoning for the establishment 
of a slaughter house and holding pens at the 
entrance of our city.

back its confirmation of Richard

injustice. 
Consider. 
The 
legend was that ITT 
had 
pledged 
$40.000 
to 
the 
Republican Party in 
retu rn 
for 
a 
favorable 
decision 
by 
the 
Justice 
Department. 
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Finally it transpired that $10,000 had 
been paid over, and another $100,000 
had been pledged, not directly to the 
GOP 
but 
to 
the 
San 
Diego 
Convention Bureau, and that the 
second $100,000 was contingent on 
the Republican Party’s use of the 
three San Diego Sheraton Hotels. 
The grand total involved turns out to 
be less than was spent on promoting 
the 
opening 
of 
the 
Sheraton s 
Waikiki Hotel 


On the other hand, the hypothesis 
that a colossus like ITT would risk 
so much in public disfavor by 
entering 
into the kind of deal 
described by Mrs Beard is simply 
implausible. 
Even 
as 
it 
is 
implausible that a U.S. Attorney 
General would risk the reputation of 
a 
political 
administration 
by 
consummating a deal during a five 
minute cocktail conversation at the 
Kentucky Derby when all he stood to 
get out of it was financing for a 


national convention which financing 
was readily available in the first 
place. 
The 
point 
is 
that 
implausibilities are the principal 
enemies of the case for conspiracy. 
The disparities between what is 
publicly accepted as true and what 
actually 
is 
true 
continue. 
The 
assertion 
was that 
the Justice 
Department had dropped three anti 
trust suits against ITT. In fact, ITT 
won two of the three suits. And we 
have the word of the Solicitor- 
General Erwin Griswold, former 
dean of the Harvard Law School, 
that the concessions wrested by the 
Justice Department from ITT were 
greater than anything Justice was 
likely to get from litigation Bear 
this in mmd, that anti-monopoly 
legislation does not traditionally 
prevent a giant company from 
acquiring 
businesses 
in 
fields 
unrelated to its principal activity — 
and for good reason An economy is 
more 
competitive 
with 
‘200 
diversified giants competing with 
one another in 1.000 markets than it 
would be with 1.000 smaller non­ 
co n g lo m erates, 
each 
one 
monopolizing a single product 
It may have proved to be sound 
public policy for the ITT to have 
relinquished control of its two small 
insurance 
companies 
when 
t 
acquired the Hartford Company, but 
as a matter of law, insurance, an 
unconcentrated industry, is exempt 
from anti-trust There is no law 
against the big company — only 
against monopolies 
The final surprise comes from the 
general indignation at the efforts of 
the president of ITT to try to defend 


his company in his dealings with 
government officials who dallied 
with the temptation of breaking the 
company 
up. 
What 
else 
is

president of a company supposed to 
do, if not defend his company’s 
policies’’ And then it is held to be 
wrong 
that 
ITT 
should 
have 
(allegedly» 
concerned 
itself 
to 
frustrate attempts to confiscate its 
properties in Chile.

stock 
in 
anticipation 
of

unfavorable 
agreement ..very confusing. 
Mr Jack Anderson should reflect 
on the adage about those who live by 
the sword.

What's organic? 


In my first column I poked fun at 
an ‘ organic’’ cookbook. This word 
“organic’’ is much used and much 
misused by almost everyone These 
days, if you want to provide a 
market for some object, just say it 
is “ organic” and you are made. 
The 
dictionary 
offers several 
concepts — the chemist uses the 
word when alluding to something 
containing the compounds of carbon 
and the biologist uses it in reference 
to anything pertaining to or derived 
from, living organisms. Therefore, 
an aspirin may be as organic as an 
orange or a piece of steak The 
biological 
meaning 
has 
been 
extended to include anything that 
has been grown without benefit of 
sprays, chemicals and insecticides 
of any kind To further complicate 
the picture, a nutrient may be 
natural without being organic and 
vice versa It may have a natural 
source but 
by 
the time 
it 
is 
synthesized, it has little or no 
relation to its natural origin. This is 
particularly true for some nutrients 
in vitamin pills Also, some may be 
organic in the chemical sense but 
are not natural. It is said that a 
synthetic vitamin is just as good as 
a natural one True, but a natural 
vitamin 
is 
always 
found 
in 
combination with other factors and 
this may make all the difference in 


the world Sea water can be created 
so that it is indistinguishable from 
the real thing but it is not until some 
of the real stuff is added to it that a 
fish can survive in it The known and 
the unknown combined comprise the 
perfect whole. 
In other words, 
nature is hard to improve upon 


If you really want to get into the 
organic thing, how about weeding 
your garden, then use the weeds for 
dinner? Some of them can be used 
as vegetables 
(mustard greens, 
dandelion leaves, or daylily buds), 
in salads (again dandelion leaves 
and chickweed. Why do we work so 
hard killing these nutritious plants 
when we could be eating them0) and 
in soups. 
This is a fine time of year to 
gather miner’s lettuce, a sort of 
wild flower which can be found 
around 
oak 
trees 
or 
almost 
anywhere that wild flowers grow It 
got its name because miners really 
used it for lettuce — I have done it 
myself. Watercress is excellent in 
salads and can be found in small 
creeks or wherever there is seeping 
water. There was a fine patch 
surrounding the drainage pipe just 
in front of the 17th hole on the golf 
course, which I discovered one day 
when my ball landed in it. That was 
the only thing that kept that hole

On the other hand, what about the 
youngsters who worked so hard to 
make a trip that everyone has 
endorsed 
as 
being 
relevant 
to 
today’s concern about the ecology 
and the environment? 
It might be that the time is at 
hand to reassess the whole situation 
Some time ago, the exact time is 
irrelevant, 
district 
officials 
explored the creation of an outdoor 
classroom, an educational feature 
that 
has 
been 
so 
successful 
elsewhere The idea was set aside 
because of the cost 


In the light of what’s happened, it 
might be a good idea to reevaluate 
the outdoor classroom or to reassess 
the ecology camp program. In both 
programs, the youngster has an 
opportunity to explore the earth, its 
structure and the plant and animal 
life that exist on it. People I have 
talked with say the cost of an 
outdoor classroom depends on how 
extensive 
it 
is. 
It 
could 
be 
inexpensive 
or 
elaborately 
expensive. 
On the other hand, the camp is a 
good alternative. 
It’s a county 
program embraced by many school 
districts and championed, I believe 
by the County Superintendent of 
School's 
Office 
in 
addition 
to 
teachers 
and 
science-oriented 
individuals.
